MOOSE JAW, Sask., April 8 
(AP)—An airliner and a mili- 
tary plane collided over Moose 
Saw today and plunged perhaps 
40 persons to death. 

The airliner crashed in a pop- 
ulated area and set three houses 
ablaze. 

Witnesses said the trainer, a 
single-engine Harvard, smashed 
into the right wing of the liner, 
a Trans-Canada Airlines North 
Star, and sheared it off. Both 
planes fell to earth, the North 
Star flaming in its plunge. 

Trans-Canada “ officials in 
Winnipeg said 38 persons were 
aboard the North Star, flying 
westward on the Winnipeg-Cal- 
gary leg of a flight from Mon- 
treal to Vancouver. These were 
29 passengers, give company of- 
ficials and the crew of four. 

The company’s Montreal of- 
fice reckoned 35 were aboard. 
It said there were 31 passengers 
~—including five traveling on 
company passes—and the crew 
of four. 

One or two persons were 
abroad the Harvard, a Royal 
Canadian Air Force craft based 
at a training station of the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organi- 
zation outside this industrial 
and railroad town of 23,000. 

No survivors were reported. 

The weather was partly 
cloudy when the planes came 
together. 

Pieces of the airliner flew in 
all directions when it struck 
the earth on a golf course. A 


burned to the 
ground and the others were 
badly damaged. The military 
plane erashed in northeastern 
Moose Jaw. 

Bodies of 16 of the victims 
were recovered.

FOR COMPROMISE

No Definite Agreement 
in Sight — Senate- 
House Conference 
Committee Likely to 
Be Named Next Week.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 8— 
Several plans for settlement of 
Senate-House differences over 
the deadlocked St. Louis earn- 
ings tax bill were under con- 


sideration today, but no definite 
compromise agreement was im- 
mediately in sight. 

So far, most of these plans in- 
volve restrictions under which 
St. Louis would be compelled to 
obtain the approval of city vot- 
ers in order to continue the 
$8,000,000-a-year levy beyond 
a limited tax extension period. 

Legislative action on the city’s 
vital revenue measure has been 
delayed until next week, when 
a Senate-House conference com- 
mittee is expected to be ap- 
pointed to try and work out a 
compromise bill for final pas- 
sage by both Houses. 

Probing Maneuvers. 


Meanwhile, supporters and 
opponents of the St. Louis tax 
measure have been cautiously 
sounding out each other, at- 
tempting to ascertain what con- 
cessions the other is willing to 
make. These have been little 
more than probing maneuvers, 
preliminary to the showdown 
battle before the conference 
committee next week. 

The Senate-House committee 
is not expected to be named un- 
til next Tuesday, because the 
House does not plan to return 
to work until then. This will 
leave only 10 days, before the

Senate Version of Bill. 

The Senate, which acted on 
the bill first, voted to permit St.

It also provided 
that any earnings tax ordinance 
passed by the Board of Alder- 
men would be subject to a vote 
of the people if petitions were 
signed by 15 per cent of the 
city’s registered voters. 

The House, however, amended 
the bill to provide that a new 
earnings tax ordinance must ex- 
pire March 30, 1955, unless St. 
Louis voters approved continua- 
tion of the levy for two more 
years, in a mandatory refer- 
endum next November. : 

The city initially asked the 
Legislature for permanent au- 
thority to levy the tax, but the 
restrictive amendments adopted 
by both houses have destroyed 
this possibility. 

Speaker Lester A. Vonder- 
schmidt of the Republican-con- 
trolled House, who will name the 
House members of the joint con- 
ference committee, said today 
he is opposed to giving the 
committee any authority except 
to work out a compromise 
measure within the limits of 
the restrictive Senate and House 
versions. 

Vonderschmidt and other 
House leaders have expressed 
the opinion that the House will 
not approve any earnings tax 
bill which does not contain a 
referendum provision. 


City Opposes Referendum.

HEN GIVES ATOMIC 
EGGS AND ITS LIFE 
FOR EXPERIMENT 


LONDON, April 8 (UP)—Brit- 
ish scientists said today they are 
trying to discover some of life’s 
secrets in atomic eggs laid by 
Henrietta the hen. 

Dr. J. R. Catch and his asso- 
ciates slipped a radioactive sub- 
stanee known as carbon 14 into 
Henrietta’s feed in an experi- 
ment to find out how animals 
use protein for building flesh. 
Catch said Henrietta’s first 
egg was non-atomic but the sec- 
ond caused a geiger counter to 
click faster than Henrietta could 
cluck. 

The radioactive egg whites 
then were fed to rabbits and 
rats for further study. 
Henrietta showed no adverse 
effects from radiation. However, 
carbon 14 is expensive and the 
scientists had to kill Henrietta 
to recover the radioactive sub- 
stance.

BONN, April 8 (AP) — The 
three Western Allies announced 
today they would “continue to 
regard the Soviet Union 4s the 
power responsible for the Soviet 
zone of Germdany,” despite the 
recent grant of sovereignty to 
the East German government. 

The United States, Britain and 
France said in a joint statement 
they “do not recognize the sov. 
ereignty of the East German re- 
gime, which is not based on free 
elections, and do not intend to 
deal with it as a government.” 

The three powers “believe 
that this attitude will be shared 
by other states who, like them- 
selves, will continue to recog- 
nize the government of the 
(West German) federal republic 
as the only freely elected and 
legally constituted government 
in Germany,” the statement said. 

Russia announced March 25 
that it had granted sovereignty 
to the Communist East German 
government, but would keep the

The Allies are believed to 
have acted at the request of 
| West German Chancellor Kon- 
‘rad Adenauer. Adenauer has 
‘been concerned over reports 
the Scandanavian nations, and 
possibly other European states, 
might recognize the East Ger- 
man Government. 

The Allied statement came 
one day after the West German 
Bundestag (lower house of Par- 
liament) unanimously adopted a 
resolution stating the Bonn 
Government “is alone entitled 
to speak on behalf of all Ger- 
mans.”

Hotchkis emphasized to the 
council President Eisenhower's 
assurance that the United States 
is willing to maintain its current 
program of offering govern- 
mental financial aid to under- 
developed countries and to in- 
crease its program of technical 
assistance to such areas, but he 
warned that now is the time to 
“move forward toward conditions 
in which such extraordinary 
assistance is not required.” 

Hotchkis, a California business 
and insurance man, lawyer and 
rancher, bluntly told the council 
that in the view of the Govern- 
ment, there is “considerable 
room” for further action by in- 


dividual governments in the 
field of attracting private capital. 
“The problem of the under. 
devel country is not to pro- 
tect itself from the’ American 
investor, but rather to solicit his 
active interest—to demonstrate 
that there are opportunities for 
profitable investment and that 
reasonable efforts are bei 
made to meet his legitimate re- 
quirements as to treatment,” he 
said. “In short, there is a sell- 
ing job to be done by the capital 
importing countries in awakening 
interest, in dispelling orance, 
and in inspiring confidence.”

NEW YORK, April 8—Frank 
Costello determined his annual 
gambling income from memory 
and then added $5000 to “take 
care .of Uncle Sam,” it was 
shown today at his income tax 
evasion trial.

An Appeal to Faith 


To the Editor af the Post-Dispatch: 

Midway in President Eisenhéwer's 
address to the nation Monday eve- 
ning, our Chief Executive remarked 
that the FBI is “a great defense” 
and “bulwark” against Communist in- 
filtration in the United States, and 
that on Friday we would be told of 
its accomplishments. 


To me, this statement directly con- 
tradicted the primary purpose of his 
inspiring talk: to give the American 
people a sound basis on which they 

_ might convert the fears of the future 
into a militant faith in the dignity 
and trustworthiness of themselves 
and their nation in the forthcoming 
course of world affairs. 


If one professes to a lofty view of 
human nature, especially a view con- 
taining hope in the progress and per- 
fectibility of the American people, 
and believes in their inherent good- 
ness, as I am sure Mr. Eisenhower 
does, then it stands to reason that 
this goodness is the area in which 
to appeal and fortify. 


In his plea for faith, the President 
should not have designated a police 
organization as a fundamental part of 
this faith’s foundation. A security 
agency should not be held in such 
high esteem that it displaces the in- 
dividual American citizen as the fort- 
ress of democracy. 

If subversive action took its form 
in destruction of vital materials and 
other familiar espionage work, then 
the FBI is sanctioned to eliminate 
this action. ° But in most instances it 
does not take this form. 


Communist destruction is aimed at 
the buman mind; and all the pdlice- 
men in the world cannot alleviate 
this threat. 

The Communist does not blow up 
bridges; he fires up dissension in 
the democratic ranks by feeding the 
flicker of doubt and insecurity al- 
ready present. 

In the immediate course of events, 
we are enlarging his achievements by 
expressing unwillingness to try to 
beat him at his own game. 

Let’s stop blowing sparks into 
consuming blazes and pray for rain, 
because, with enough faith in our 
basic ideals, that rain will come. 

Persecution does not stop the 
course of history, only detains it. 
Instead of stressing protection from 
the spy, our objective must be to 
build the American individual more 
steadfast than the spy. 

Our struggle is more for America 
than against Communism. If we 
win the first, the other will automati- 
cally cease. If we attempt to reverse 
the order, the outcome is question- 
able. 

Let’s be consistent in our policy 
undertakings and fight power and 
aggression at home, as welk as on 
the world front, with power. 

By this I mean that we as individ- 
uals must discourage the aggressor 
by an overwhelming faith in the 
democratic way of life just as our 
nation, by building its material 
strength, is confining the aspira- 
tions of the enemy at the far ends 
of the globe.

Only the Free Can Hold 


When President Eisenhower says the free 
world simply cannot afford further losses to the 
Communists in Asia, he is stating an important 
aspect, but only one aspect, of the complicated 
problem of Indochina. 

As the President told his press conference 
Wednesday, no problem is receiving more atten- 
tion from the Administration than this one, If 
it is being approached from all sides, those who 
are dealing with it surely recognize that if the 
free world is to “hold” Indochina, then first of 
all Indochina must be free. 

Is there any way that Indochina can be gen- 
uinely free without being independent from 
France? The President says he is not sure that 
the people of the Associated States want inde- 
pendence. But surely there is a strong presump- 
tion that they would not reject a status which 
the Indians, the Burmese, the Filipinos and the 
Indonesians have won, 

In eight long years of fighting, the French 
Have never been able to evoke in Vietnam 
broad popular support for the war—despite suc- 
cessively larger gestures toward granting partial 
independence. Can there be any real doubt 
that broad popular support is unlikely to be 


given unless and until the objective of the, 


war becomes independence for Vietnam rather 
than the retention of a colonial rule which 
has been shakefi off elsewhere in Asia? 

These considerations lend support to the 
argument of Senator Kennedy of Massachusetts 
that the United States would be backing the 
losing side if it intervened militarily without a 
prior French commitment for independence. And 
it is possible, of course, that such a commitment 
might remove the necessity for intervention — 
might even pave the way for an armistice and 
a settlement. 

Secretary Dulles is wisely consulting other 
powers concerned in Indochina, and it is well 
to recognize that the effectiveness of American 
policy may in large measure depend upon how 
completely it represents a collective policy. Our 
leadership in Korea was strongest, with the 
peoples of Asia, when we were carrying out 
United Nations directives, and weakest when 
we acted unilaterally. In Indochina far less than 
in Korea can the United States go it alone. 

A willingness to take counsel from other mem- 
bers of the coalition we seek to lead, a determina- 
tion to work for true freedom in Indochina — 
these are two of the most essential ingredients 
of a wise decision.

Each day that passes without the St. Louis 
earnings tax costs the municipal services of this 
city $22,000 in revenue.

In Defense of Zoning

shortage which no longer exists. Repeated ex- 
tensions could only break down the whole pur- 
pose of zoning. 

It must be ruefully admitted that the Mayor’s 
veto may be effective in this instance only be- 
cause the Board of Aldermen has adjourned 
for this fiseal Year ahd cannot override it ex- 
cept by new legislation adopted at"the next ses- 
sion. The board has shown ali too ready a dis- 
position, under the rule of “aldermanic cour- 
tesy,”” to shoot holes in the zoning and city 
planning ordinances even when it had to over- 
ride a veto, 

In any case the Mayor took a sound stand 
squarely on the side of basic planning and zon- 
ing principles. While applauding him, believers 
in those principles must give sober thought to 
the longer-range problem: How can Aldermen 
who represent wards, as well as a Mayor who 
represents the city as a whole, be persuaded to 
work for the general rather than particular in- 
terests in zoning and plarining affairs? 
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Hunger in Mindanao 
Considering the cousinly relations between 
the United States and the Philippines, Gene 
Symonds’s United Press dispatch on famine in 
Mindanao must come to Americans as a shock- 


ing surprise. The dispatch says a scourge of - 


small brown rats has destroyed the rice crop 
in two southern provinces. Some 200,000 Fili- 
pinos are starving, their valleys and hills 
stripped of food. 

President Magsaysay of the Philippines is 
sending emergency food shipments and medical 
supplies, though these will arrive too late to help 
some of the starving. But here, certainly, is a 
site for quick United States aid: shipments of 
our surplus food stocks which we do not 
know what to do with; technical aid on rodent 
control to make sure the rats are destroyed and 
do not resume their invasions. 

American aid to foreign countries is often a 
drawn-out and studied proposition. But aid to 
starving people—especially people as friendly 
and close to us as the Filipinos—ought to bring 
a quick response from Washington. 
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The Matter of Substitute Teachers 

With more and more school children crowding 
into classrooms, any plan to overcome the short- 
age of teachers must be regarded with sympathy. 
Yet a guard had better be kept against proposals 
which carry more hope than promise. 

The Instruction Committee of the Board of 
Education has been presented with a program 
for recruiting more substitute teachers and for 
persuading more grade and high school pupils to 
think about teaching careers. But its chief fea- 
ture seems to be a sloganeering publicity cam- 
paign. 

Frankly, ideas of this sort seem inadequate. 
Whatever effect even the nicest ballyhoo may 
have on a seventh grader, a twelfth grader or 
even a college student, it will sooner or later 
come up against the test of hard facts. And one 
hard fact is that the $2800-a-year starting salary in 
the St. Louis schools is not very attractive. Even 
the maximum salary is under the national median. 

Substitute teachers may not be too concerned 
about this. They may be interested only in “pin 
money.” But their employment is a makeshift. 
Many are inadequately prepared. Few can meet 
a class with the ‘authority of a regular teacher. 

Pupils should have the guidance of devoted 
teachers, satisfied with their jobs. So School 
Board President Ehrhardt is right in saying that 
teacher salaries “demand immediate attention.” 
The shortage of instructors is nationwide; so the 
competition for able men and women is bound 
to be keen. Recruitment will depend not merely 


on the pay scale of other school systems, but 


< 
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more and more on the salaries in other occupa- 
tions. Talent and inclination will always predis- 
pose some individuals to a classroom career, but 
only if it offers at least the minimum remuner- 
ation essential to a satisfactory and dignified 
life. ‘It is unworthy of a community to offer less. 
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Waiting for High Level Support 


Why does not President Eisenhower get be- 
hind the move for statehood for Hawaii and 
Alaska in the House? 

It has been a week since the combined bill 
passed the Senate by the good margin of 57 to 
28. Senator Anderson of New Mexico, who led 
the move tying the two statehoods together in 
the Senate, has said the fate of the combined 
bill “is purely a question of what the Administra- 
tion wants to do.” Referring to the President, 
Senator Anderson said: “All he’s got to do Is 
take his foot off Alaska and this bill will pass.” 

The Republican Aarty and Mr. Eisenhower 
himself are on record in favor of eventual state- 
hodd for Alaska. Why not now? Excuses have 
been offered, such as that Alaska is not ready 
for statehood yet, but they do not stand up under 
the weight of the facts. Alaska is as much ready 
as Hawaii—readier than were some of the pres- 
ent states at the time of their admission. The 
partisanship of Republicans who oppose presum- 
ably DemocraticAlaska while favoring presum- 
ably Républican ‘Hawaii is the kind of small- 
mindedness which Mr. Eisenhower has sought to 
hold himself above. 

The President is placed in the position of hav- 
ing to choose whether to be the champion of this 
legislation, or its obstacle. Though he may have 
been loath to be the former, he*must assuredly 
be still more loath to bé the latter:

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Chicago and Its Downtown Airport 
While St. Louis Slumbers—No. 1! 

Since 1947 Chicago has had an airport with 
a 2800-foot runway adjacent to its Loop busi- 
ness district. This airport, known as Meigs field, 
is actually on Northerly island, park district 
property on the lakefront. Although the facili- 
ties have been limited—they cost only $2,000,000 
to start with—Meigs field handles more business 
flying, according to the Chicago Tribune, than 
any other field in the Chicago area. This is be- 
cause of its closeness to the Loop business area. 

Now plans are under way for lengthening the 
Meigs runway to 3500 feet. If this is done it 
will meet minimum federal requirements for air- 
ports that carry scheduled service. Up to now 
the ifland airfield has been used by business 
fliers, who maintain private or company planes. 
This business is so heavy, even without sched- 
uled flights, that the Tribune says the field has 
been called “the best airport investment in Chi- 
cago’s aviation history.” 

A similar opportunity for a close-in secondary 
airport for St. Louis exists in the Parks Metro- 
politan Airport, south of the MacArthur bridge, 
near Cahokia. Parks could serve St. Louis busi- 
ness men as a time-saver just as Meigs serves 
Chicago.. Yet month after month passes and 
nothing happens to bring Parks into the St.

, Exactly what the Wisconsin Republican said 
on Edward R. Murrow’s CBS program, “See It 
Now” was that the delay was not only ‘“‘delib- 
erate,” but was brought about even though our 
intelligence agencies “were reporting, day after 
day, that the Russians were feverishly pushing 
their development of the hydrogen bomb.” 

The comments of both Republican and Demo-

Penetrating to Character 


THE WATERS OF THE END, by Charles Ingle. 

(Lippincott, 213 pgs., $3.) 

One could easily pe persuaded that 
the discovery of Charles Ingle, who is 
28 years old and a protege of e. e. 
cummings, may be one of the more 
important of the year. 

His first novel, “The Waters of the 
End,” shows unmistakable talent, tal- 
ent of a very high order, although tal- 
ent that hasn’t found a theme as urgent 
as Mr. Ingle’s own need to write. 

In effect, “The Waters of the End” 
is a collection of related character 
sketches. The old chatelaine Hannah 
Bruce, her libertine son Henry, home

His ability to make 
English beautiful is an uncommon gift. 

Certainly, “The Waters of the End” 
is far from the rigid well-made novel 
and falls short of one’s hopes for it. 
Being compressed into two or three 
days, it needs a dramatic climax and 
it needs an even rise to this climax. 
But its lack of discipline in this sense 
is a minor consideration in contrast 
with its depth of perception.

However, this was done with 
the understanding that the 
added revenue would be used 
to purchase new waterfowl 
areas, improve existing duck 
refuges, provide better enforce- 
ment of hunting regulations and 
finance research, Metcalf de- 
clared. 


He said the only way the 
Wildlife Service will be able to 
maintain present programs is to 
transfer funds from the sale of 
stamps. 

Price, who told the House 
there was no justification for 
the reduced appropriation, 
charged it would “break faith 
with millions of Americans who 
find recreation as sportsmen.” 

“The committee’s unjustified 
cut in funds for the Fish and 
Wildlife Service,” he added, 
“will not enable that agency to 
perform adequately its assigned 
functions. That agency has 
heavy responsibilities to man- 
age efficiently some of our 


greatest natural resources, and 
they must be given the funds 
with which to do the job.”

DR. EISENHOWER 
LISTS UNITY PLAN 
FOR AMERICAS 


KINGSTON, R. IL, April 8 
(UP)}—Dr. Milton S. Eisenhow- 
er, former special presidential 
envoy to Latin America, warned 
today if inter-American unity 
cannot be maintained, little hope 
can be heid for international 
co-operation in the rest of the 
world. 

Eisenhower, a brother of the 
President, laid down a program 
“to counter misunderstanding 
and promote healthier relations 
between the United States and 
Latin America.” 

He proposed adoption of sta- 
ble United States trade policies 
with Latin America, expansion 
of the United States-Latin Amer- 
ican technical co-operation pro- 
gram and continued American 
support of the international 
monetary fund. 

Eisenhower, president of Penn- 
sylvania State University, spoke 
at the University of Rhode 
Island at a special convocation 
after he was presented an hon- 
orary doctor of laws degree.

BUT HERE IS THE THING with me. Ill be

or coy, but I have a gnawing fear of being “on” 
too long, of having someone say, “Oh, no—not 
him again!”

Back in the early ‘30s, 
when Hugo was studying 
Art History at Harvard, 
he realized how difficult 
it was for a painter to get 
started.

Chilled ingredients are essen- 
tial.

Fix: It Yourself

Notes on Squeaky Floors, Stairs. 


E GOT word from a reader 
Wie other day who tried to 

eliminate squeaks in a floor 
by inserting some additional 
nails and when the job was fin- 
ished the squeaks were just 
about as noisy as when he 
started. 

Now this could have been be- 
cause he used the wrong sort of 
nails but he didn’t and it could 
haye occurred because he didn’t 
use enough nails but he did. 

It seems that the trouble was 
due to the fact that he didn’t 
force the boards down into place 
before he drove in the nails. 
When a floor board squeaks 
there is a good chance that it 
has raised up slightly and if you 
just renail without first forcing 
it back into place, the nails 
won't do much good. 

A good rule to follow when 
you renail a floor board or a 
stair tread is to stand on the 
board or the tread so that your 
weight will push it as far down 
as possible. Then, if the nails or 
screws are set into place you've 
got a good chance of getting 
results. 

Sometimes, of course, -this 
won't work. Maybe you are not 
heavy enough or maybe the 
board is just being stubborn. 
What you ean do here is to take 
a piece of wood and place it 
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over the tread or floor board 
and then give it a good hard rap 
with a hammer. Move the plece 


of scrap wood along the length 
of the board as you strike it 
with the hammer. 

A point to remember when 
nailing down a loose floor board 
is to try and get the nails or 
screws to go into joists rather 
than just the subflooring. Sub- 
flooring is not very thick and 
may be so soft that it will not 
have much nail holding power. 
Also your nail may @o into a 
crack between subfloor boards.

6 ‘T HEY SAY that fathers should be a companion to 
you, and if you put it that way, he’s not a com- 
panion,” complained a 13-year-old girl to us not 
so long ago. 
But this is way in the middle of the terrible teens, 
and today we're going to talk about that nice age, Ten. 
Ten is one of the happiest ages from the point of view 
of the father-child relationship. You don’t even have to be 
an exceptionally superior or expert father for things to 
succeed now. 
For at this age most boys and girls just naturally 


think that their fathers are wonderful. Mothers tell us, 
“He thinks his father is the end answer to everything”: 


“He idolizes his father”; “Thinks his Daddy is wonderful,” * 


or, “To her he is the shining light.” 
: | = 
THE 10-YEAR-OLDS themselves make approximately 


the same report: “I think he’s just about right,” they tell. 


us, Or, “I think he’s just about the best father in the whole 
world.” Or, “he’s just right. He’s strict of course, but he 
has to be. You can’t be too pleasant with your children.” 

We suggest that you make the most of this golden age. 
In the years that follow you may not feel that you are 
changing very much. But unless yours is the very excep- 
tional child, his whole-hearted approbation and adoration 
will very probably diminish. Because, as we have com- 
mented before and as most of you realize, one of the big- 


‘ gest tasks of adolescence is getting free of the parent. 


And to do this, most children seem to have to go through 
at least a stage of running you dawn.

MOST 10-YEAR-OLDS, however, still in the admiring 
stage, love to spend time alone with their fathers. It 
doesn’t matter too much what you do, so long as you are 
together. Ball games, movies, walks, playing games, read- 
ing, wrestling—Ten is ready for most anything. 

“Companionable” is the word which mothers so often 
use in describing the father-child relationship. And chil- 
dren themselves use that word about their father—“He’s 
very companionable;'we get on Very nicely.”

It Was a Big Job, but Everything From 
Scalpels to Ashtrays Was in Place 


When Cochran Hospital Opened 
Doors, Started Healing Veterans

W 


ITHIN two hours after the John J. Cochran Veterans Hos- 
pital had opened its doors to the first contingent of patients, 
a man had been operated on for an inflamed appendix and 


was doing nicely in one of the hospital’s new and very modern 


recovery rooms. 


This may not seem remark- 
able until you consider the pos- 
sibilities for error in equipping 
an institution of this size from 
scratch — an institution whose 
smooth and capable operation 
requires pieces of equipment, 
large and small, which run into 
the tens of thousands, from the 
smallest hypodermic needle to 
one of the stainless steel oper- 
ating tables. 

The oversight of one instru- 
ment could have had serious 
consequences. But when the 
surgeon said “scalpel,” the scal- 
pel was there, as well as all the 
rest of the instruments, sponges, 
sutures, bandages and what not 
required for any well conducted 
operation. ; 

This was a source of satis- 
faction and pride to Dr. John 
W. Claiborne Jr., head of the 
new hospital, whose immediate 
job it was to see that everything 
in the institution, from equip- 
ment to chief surgeon, was pres- 
ent and accounted for. 

Dr. Claiborne, a tall man with 
reddish hair and a Tennessee 
accent as thick as spoon bread, 
sits in a modest but tastefully 
decorated office on the main 
floor of the hospital and views 


_ the situation with pardonable 


pride. 

“If there is a more modern 
hospital in the country today,” 
he says, “it’s still on the draw- 
ing board.”

R. CLAIBORNE doesn’t even 

have to consult the record to 

reel off the facts and figures. 
It’s a 10-story building at 915 
North Grand boulevard with a 
capacity of 496 patients. It is 
situated on a 10-acre tract and 
it cost approximately $11,000,- 
000. 


i 
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It has 10 operating rooms and 
six elevators. It has its own 
power house and engineering 
service, and a fire alarm system 
which is connected directly with 
the fire department and brings 
the firemen by the mere pulling 
of a switch. It hag its own 
laundry .and a garage for the 
10 staff cars, with a mechanic 
to keep them in shape. 


When you tour the 10 floors 
and look at all the sick rooms, 
wards, offices, lounges, labora- 
tories, store rooms, kitchen and 
operating rooms, each with its 
equipment ranging from a half 
dozen items to as many as a 
hundred, you find yourself won- 
dering how it all got there and 
each piece found its proper 
place. 


As the building neared com- 
pletion, experts from the Vet- 
erans Administration in Wash- 
ton were all over it like a cold 
sweat. As opening time ap- 
proached, the stuff began to roll 
in from the Veterans Adminis- 
tration depot at Somerville, N.J. 
There weré 70 carloads of it, 
and this: didn’t include fixed 
equipment, such as heating, re- 
frigerating, sterilizing and other 
such units which are operated 
by gas.or electricity and which 
were installed and tested by the 
ee during construc- 

on. 


Sickroom furnishings came in 
units of 500. There were 500 
beds, 500 mattresses and springs, 
500 bedside tables and lamps. 
The surgical instruments alone 
ran into the thousands. There 
were hundreds of items of equip- 
ment for everything from offices 
to laboratories, with such diverse 
items as typewriters and micro-

scopes, filing cabinets and anes- 
thetic machines, hatracks and 
hydrotherapy baths. 

Just as the surgeon found his 
scalpel, the first patient to smoke 
a cigarette found the ash tray 
in place at his bedside. And if 
he wanted to hear music, he had 
only to reach for the earphones 
hanging at the head of the bed. 

Within a week after the open- 
ing on March 23, Dr. Claiborne 
was able to boast that nearly 100 
operations had been performed 
without a hitch. 

Much of the equipment at the 
hospital, even though the new- 
est and best to be had, is of 
course standard. It has other 
things, however, of which no 
hospital in these parts and few 
in the whole country can boast. 
One of them is the Televoice, a 
remote dictating system which 
speeds up the handling of the 
reams of paper work done in a 
hospital every day. From 46 
outlets in the building, doctors, 
surgeons, nurses and laboratory 
technicians have merely to pick 
up a handset similar to an or- 
dinary telephone, press a but- 
ton and start talking. 


They don’t even have to be 
cleared through an operator or 
a switchboard. When they start 
talking, one of 17 machines in 
a room on the third floor goes 
into action. Inside the machine 
is a record the size of a 45 rpm 
phonograph record. The report 
is transcribed on the record. It 
stops when the talker stops. 
Girls at electric typewriters 
place each record in a second 
machine which plays it back. 
The girls transcribe the reports 
onto paper. 

In connection with this is a 
system of pneumatic tubes 
which eliminates the job of car- 
rying all the paper work to its 
proper place. There are 32 pairs 
of tubes going out from a cen- 
tral room, and leading to as 
many stations through the 10 
floors of the building. Reports 
and messages are placed, in 
capsules almost as big as a 
loaf of bread. The capsules have 
a combination of code numbers 
at one end. If a doctor on the 
eighth floor wants to send a

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message to a station on the 
third floor, he sets the code 
numbers to the designated sta- 
tion number. The capsule goes 
to the tube room, where it is 
placed in the proper tube ac- 
cording to the number. The 
longest run between stations re- 
quires only 22 seconds. 


At Cochran hospital they have 
three “taps” instead of two: hot 
and cold running water and oxy- 
gen. There are oxygen outlets 
in the operating rooms, recov- 
ery rooms and some of the sick- 
rooms. This eliminates moving 
cylinders of oxygen around the 
building, and also eliminates the 
danger of exploding tanks, or 
oxygen failure. It is piped up 
from the basement and is always 
on tap. 


Another hospital danger, that 
of anesthetic explosions set off 
by static electricity, has been 
reduced to an almost absolute 
minimum. All operating rooms 
have a metal grid built into the 
terrazo flooring. All equipment 
which stands or moves on the 
floor is on rubber. All rolling 
equipment also has drag chains 
to ground electricity. All per- 
sonnel working in these depart- 
ments must wear rubber-soled 
shoes and cotton §§ stockings. 
Nylon, incidentally, is a great 
generator of static electricity. 
Switches and plugs are of a type 
that eliminates any possible 
spark when a connection is 
made. 
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HE medical staff at Cochran 

consists of 18 full time physi- 

cians, 38 residents, 65 con- 
sultant and attending physicians, 
two full time dentists and three 
attending and consulting den- 
tists. The attendant staff, like 
the residents, is drawn from the 
two medical schools here, Wash- 
ington University and St. Louis 
University. 


Cochran is one of 170 veter- 
ans hospitals in the country, and 
most of its patients are drawn 
from the St. Louis area. How- 
ever, it is a specialty center in 
several different fields, among 
them neuro-surgery, plastic sur- 
gery, orthopedic surgery, tho- 
racic surgery, post-traumatic 
epilepsys and allergy treatment. 
In these specialized fields, 
Cochran will receive patients 
from all over the country. It is 
one of the few hospitals 
equipped to deal with epilepsy 
and in connection with research 
into allergies, it has 11 sealed 
rooms into which the air is fil- 
tered. 


Unlike general hospitals, a 
veterans hospital treats. the 
whole man, and keeps him until 
he has been as nearly restored 
to health as modern medicine 
can make him. In most hospitals 
today a patient is operated on 


and treated for his immediate . 


ailment. At a veterans’ hospital, 
they treat a man for his most 
pressing trouble and then they 
go to work on him to see what 
else ails him. He is given every 
test in the book, and anything 
found wrong is treated. 


Cochran Hospital is equipped 
to give a man, if he needs it, 
specially built shoes and braces, 
new dentures or an artificial eye, 
all made for him right at the 
hospital. 


Woodrow Mecham, a former 
dental technician who learned 
to make artificial eyes during 
the war, prides himself on his 
work. Looking at a patient’s 


good eye, he can take a tiny 


brush and his oil paints and re- 
produce a duplicate which de- 
fies detection as far as colorg- 
tion is concerned. He employs a 
technique developed during the 
war of painting through a p 
of water. The water, placed on 
the pupil being painted, magni- 
fies it like a magnifying glass. 
He paints right through water, 
since it doesn’t effect the oil 
paint. 

Cochran is the first hospital in 
town to have its operating rooms 
wired for TV. When the sys- 
tem is set up, in the near future, 
the television cameras can be 
plugged into sockets in the op- 
erating room walls and an opera- 
tion televised on a closed cir- 
cuit. It can be received not 
only in conference rooms in the 
hospital (which have _ special 
blackout curtains for the pur- 
pose) but it can be sent to the 
medical schools of both uni- 
versities.

LREADY the hospital has a 

well equipped photographic 

department with two photo- 
graphers, Howard Cradick and 
Harry Offield, who make still 
shots of operations in color. On 
this staff also is William H. 
French, who has a national repu- 
tation in medical circles as a 
medical illustrator. . 

In the basement is a com- 
plete radio station, headed by 
Lester (Buzz) Katz. Through 
this station four outside pro- 
grams are offered to the patients 
through bedside headphones. 

Or Buzz, acting as disc jockey, 
can give the patients anything 
special they want in the way of 
music. There is a broadcasting 
room~- where convalescing pa- 
tients who can play or sing will 
be encouraged to perform for 
their fellow patients. Or if a 
man wants to, he can play disc 
jockey himself at the turntable 
and dedicate his show to his 
ward mates. . 

At meal time, the patients are 
handed menus and have a fairly 
wide choice of meat and vege- 
table dishes and desserts which

At this writing there are 196 
patients in the hospital. They 
are veterans of four wars. Thir- 
teen are veterans of the Spanish- 
American War,.of whom there 
are many more still alive and 
kicking thar people realize, Dr. 
Claiborne points out. There are 
87 fsom World War I, which has 
the greatest percentage in all 
veterans hospitals today. Seven- 
ty-seven are from World War II, 
and 19 are “police action” vet- 
erans, as the Veterans Adminis- 
tration prefers to designate men 
from the war in Korea. The av- 
erage stay of a patient is 20 days. 

“Our aim is not only to cure, 
but to rehabilitate,” explains Dr. 
Claiborne, who has been in the 
Army Medical Corps and the 
Veterans’ Administration since 
1933. He is 49 years old, and 
was born in Dyersburg, Tenn. 
He graduated from Vanderbilt 
University in Nashville, and 
went into the Army Medical 
Corps in 1933 as a first lieu- 
tenant. 


During the last war he spent 
two and a half years in Europe 
with the First Army in charge 
of a 3000-bed mobile hospital. 
He was in five battles, and left 
the Army a colonel. He has been 
with the Veterans’ Administra- 
tion since 1947. He isn’t exactly 
a stranger to St. Louis, having 
spent three years as head of the 
hospital at Jefferson Barracks 
before being named to head the 
new hospital. He is a member 
of the College of Hospital Ad- 
ministrators and is an instructor 
in the schools of hospital admin- 
istration at both Washington and 
St. Louis universities. 

The aim of the hospital, he ex- 
plains, is to restore a man to 
health if possible. If he can’t be 
restored to health, he is kept 
in the hospital and given the 
best of care as long as is neces- 
sary. 

“And when we opened the 
door,” he says, “we threw away 
the key.”

One West unluckily elected to 
open a spade, and after that 
the declarer had no trouble. He 
could and did cash two spade 
tricks, then he ruffed a spade 
and conceded a club. Nothing 
could stop him from ruffing a 
club on the board and picking 
up the adverse hearts with the 
loss of only one trick, so this 
declarer made five-odd. 

At the other table West made 
a more fortunate choice of leads, 
his top club, and this should 
have resulted in the contract’s 
defeat. East covered dummy’s 
club nine with the jack, and 
when South ducked, shifted to 
a trump. 

This was good defense, but 
West threw a monkeywrench. 
When South put in the ten of 
trumps, West promptly sacri- 
ficed his king—apparently, he 
felt that he had no chance for 
a trump trick anyway. 

South, after gratefully smoth- 
ering West’s king with the ace, 
took in his ace of clubs, ruffed 
a club, then ruffed a diamond 
and trumped his last club on the 
table. Having taken care of 
the clubs and the heart king, 
South then tried for the spade 
finesse, and though he lost this 
trick, he could spread the cards 
for his contract. 

It was extremely shortsighted 
of West, to say nothing of futile, 
to send the heart king to slaugh- 
ter by covering South’s ten. The 
very fact that East had shifted 
to trumps meant that he did not 
fear dummy’s long diamond suit, 
and this in turn meant that 
South would have to do some 
extensive black-card ruffing on 
the table. Thus, it was not dife 
ficult to foresee that with dum- 


my’s trumps needed for ruffing, 
the heart king, if West held on 
to it, would became very valu- 


able. .

éé C excuse of help it” is the 


excuse offered by a per- 

son who lets fall, steps 
on, or in gome other manner 
breaks or damages a delicate 
and valuable object. 

The expression endeavors to 
cover up the fact that adequate 
care was not taken. It glosses 
over the mind being on some- 
thing else, the attempt to save 
labor by carrying twice as much 
as the hands will hold, the lazi- 
ness of reaching out for some- 
thing in the dark instead of 
turning on the light. 

If it is accepted as true that 
the accident could not have been 
helped, then it is justifiable to 
leave a delicate object where it 
does not belong or set it on a 
high spot where it can be easily 
knocked off. 

If the excuse is accepted, then 
there is nothing reprehensible 
about rushing toward doors in 
heavily populated houses with- 
out shouting. “Coming through,” 
of trying to carry hot things in 
the bare hands. It is even all 
right to amuse the company by 
Juggling breakable objects in the 
air. 


If valuable possessions are to 
be saved the use of the term 
“Couldn't help it” must be dis- 
couraged. It must be pointed 
out that the accident could have 
been helped. It must be threat- 
ened that the cost of replace- 
ment will be laid against the 
responsible party and that it will 
have to be met by taking a pay- 
ing job or accepting deductions 
from an allowance. 

The charge should be made 
that the excuse is one popularly 
offered by irresponsible persons 
and unworthy of those who claim 
intelligence. In short, “Couldn’t 
help it” is an excuse that should 
be ridiculed as the last resort of 
the incompetent.
